Almost unnoticed, the Air B'orce took a 
significant step when it ordered the Fifteenth 
Air Force, part of the Strategic Air Command, 
to take operational control of the two strategic 
missile wings. The Strategic Air Command is 
the Air B'orce's heavy b omb er department. Its 
b ig planes— B52s and B47s—are capab le of de­ 
livering nuclear weapons anywhere. The planes 
are on constant alert. 
Now SAC has taken the first step toward 
replacing some of its manned b omb ers with 
guided missiles. In effect, this is a "marriage" 
b etween long-range missiles and manned b omb ­ 
ers in the defense structure of the nation. 
The order puts the 706th strategic missile 
wing (Atlas missiles, capab le of delivering an 
H-b omb 6.300 miles) of W arren Air Force Base, 
Cheyenne, Wyo., and the 703d strategic missile 
wing ( Titan missiles, long-range weapon launched 
from underground) of Lowry Air B'orce Base at 
Denver under direct 15th Air Force control. 
"This transfer," the Air Force said, "marks 
the start of SAC’s program to integrate its .stra­ 
tegic missile wing with its b omb er force, capitaliz­ 
ing on the b est performance characteristics of 
b oth weapons systems to provide greater, more 


flexib le striking power." 
Americans will b e glad to know that our 
missile development has reached the stage where 
it can b e put on an operational b asis. But they 
also will b e reassured b y the Air B'orce reminder 
that heavy b omb ers still are b eing relied upon.

On the other hand, it is difficult to 
understand how anyone can ignore 40 years of history 
and still ask us to turn the other cheek after we have 
b een kicked in the groin b y Soviet Russia. 
Surely it 
would b e a pleasant world if there were no w ars 
a-going. Unfortunately, we no m ore got through with 
Leb anon than Quemoy cam e upon us: we no m ore 
got through with Quemoy than the Berlin ultim atum 
was hurled at us. 
When we shall have got through 
with the Berlin ultim atum , there will b e another epi­ 
sode. as there ha.s b een some troub le now, practically 
every day since 1945. 


Precisely, what would Miss T’rederick have 
uk 
do? Give In to every dem and that Soviet Russia 
m akes upon us? 
Does she want the thinkers, 
philosophers and humanists, whom she would have 
us create, kow-tow to Khrushchev, drunk or sob er, 
a t all times? 


Incidentally and hy the way, the word, humanist, 
In the ab ove, is used incorrectly. A person can b e a 
thinker and a philosopher and not a humanist. 
The 
term humanist is the opposite of the word, theist. 


A theist or deist, as he is som etimes called, is one 
who b elieves that God is the center of life: a hum an­ 
ist Ls one who b elieves that m an is the center of all 
things. 
It strikes me that the word in the ab ove 
quotation that Miss Frederick would have preterrcd 
the reporter to use is hum anitarian. And if that is so, 
is there or has there ever b een a nation which is 
m ore hum anitarian than the United States which has 
given b illions of its wealth to all the world, often with 
no strings attached, out of the goodness of the heart 
of the A merican people? 


As hum anitarians, we do b etter than as politicians 
or as soldiers. We go to the troub le of reb uilding our 
enemies, as we have done for Japan and for West 
G erm any. 
We even gave Soviet Russia $11,<XK),000,000 
and some A mericans prob ab ly would prefer that we 
go on giving even though Soviet Russia has b ecome 
our principal enemy and Khrushchev .says: 
"We will 
b ury you," meaning to do it b y 1970 b y economic 
m eans if he can. 


Miss F rederick ’s speech at E lm ira must have b een 
very interesting, particularly when she describ ed the 
United Nations: 


"Reduced to its simplest term s, the United 
Nations is a conference tab le. It is offered as a 
sub stitute for the b attlefield. 
It is always avail­ 
ab le.”

But why are so m any of the most im portant con­ 
ferences held elsewhere? For instance, at this mom ent 
we are holding a conference with Soviet Russia ab out 
surprise attacks in Geneva. 
Is not the answ er that 
with 81 nations in the United Nations, som e as sm all 
as the Bronx, the place has b ecome an elocution salon 
in which each local gargler of the enormous phrase 
speaks for the ears of his own countrymen while other 
United Nations delegates sit around waiting their turn 
to do the sam e? 
How can the m ajor nations confer 
there when every little country, with even sm aller 
responsib ility, can b utt into every argum ent? 


How much actual b usiness can b e transacted b y 
this method? 
The reason that so m any conferences 
are held outside is that real power still exists am ong 
those who can shoot to kill. Of these, the principals 
are the United States and Soviet Russia.

Missile Program 


Almost unnoticed, the Air Force took a 


significant step when it ordered the Fifteenth 
Air Force, part of the Strategic Air Command, 
to take operational control of the two strategic 


missile wings. 
The Strategic Air Command is 
the Air Force s heavy bomber department. 
Its 
big planes— B52s and B47s— are capable of de­ 
livering nuclear weapons anywhere. The planes 


are on constant alert. 
Now SAC has taken the first step toward 


replacing some of its manned bombers with 
guided missiles. In effect, this is a “marriage” 
between long-range missiles and manned bomb­ 
ers in the defense structure of the nation. 
The order puts the 706th strategic missile 
wing (Atlas missiles, capable of delivering an 
H-bomb 6.300 miles) of Warren Air Force Base, 


Cheyenne, Wyo., and the 703d strategic missile 
wing (Titan missiles, long-range weapon launched 


from underground) of Lowry Air Force Base at 


Denver under direct 15th Air Force control. 
“This transfer.” the Air Force said, “marks 


the start of SAC’s program to integrate its stra­ 


tegic missile wing with its bomber force, capitaliz­ 
ing on the best performance characteristics of 


both weapons systems to provide greater, more 


flexible striking power.” 
Americans will be glad to know that our 


missile development has reached the stage where 


it can be put on an operational basis. But they 


also will be reassured by the Air Force reminder 
that heavy bombers still are being relied upon.

It Sounds Good 


Mi** Pauline Frederick who does radio commentat­ 
ing about the United Nations and such matters, went 
up to Elmira, New York, and lectured the audience 
upon various and sundry topics. 
In due course, a 
reader sent me a clipping reporting the lecture from 
the 
“S ta r-Gazette,” 
and in 
it were 
these noble 


sentiments: 
• Why don t we have a crash education program 
for peace—in learning to walk humbly and practicing 
brotherly love—in creating thinkers, philosophers, and 
humanists who will make a contribution, not to greater 
violence, but to bring unity out of chaos. 
__ 


“Why de we not dedicate our education to 
abolish the war habit and war thinking so that 
those who rome after us will readily turn to the 
conference table?" 


To disagree is to say that peace is had. that broth­ 
erly love is unwise and that thinkers and philosophers 
are a bore. 
I shall not he guilty of such nihilistic 
generalizations. On the other hand, it is difficult to 
understand how anyone can ignore 40 years of history 
and still ask us to turn the other cheek after we have 
been kicked in the groin by Soviet Russia. Surely it 
would be a pleasant world if there were no wars 
agoing. I ^fortunately, we no more got through with 
Lebanon than Quemoy came upon us; we no more 
got through with Quemoy than the Berlin ultimatum 
was hurled at us. When we shall have got through 
with the Berlin ultimatum, there will be another epi­ 
sode. as there has been some trouble now, practically 
every day since 1945. 


Precisely, what would Miss Frederick have us 
de? Give in to every demand that Soviet Russia 
makes upon us? 
Does she want the thinkers, 
philosophers and humanists, whom she would have 
us create, kow-tow ie Khrushchev, drunk or sober, 
at all times? 


Incidentally and by the way, the word. humanist. 
In the above, is used incorrectly. A person can be a 
thinker and a philosopher and not a humanist. 
The 
term humanist is the opposite of the word, theist. 
A theist or deist, as he is sometimes called, is one 
who believes that God is the center of life; a human­ 
ist us one who believes that man is the center of all 
things. 
It strikes me that the word in the above 
quotation that Miss Frederick would have preferred 
the reporter to use is humanitarian. And if that is so, 
is there or has there ever been a nation which is 
more humanitarian than the United States which has 
given billions of its wealth to all the world, often with 
no strings attached, out of the goodness of the heart 
of the American people1 
As humanitarians, we do better than as politicians 
or as soldiers. We go to the trouble of rebuilding our 
enemies, as we have done for Japan and for West 
Germany. We even gave Soviet Russia $11.OOO.OOO.OOO 
and some Americans probably would prefer that we 
go on giving even though Soviet Russia has become 
our principal enemy and Khrushchev says: 
“We will 
bury you.” meaning to do it by 1970 by economic 
means if he can. 


Miss Frederick s speech at Elmira must have been 
very interesting, particularly when she described the 
United Nations: 


"Reduced to Its simplest terms, the United 
Nations is a conference table. It it offered as a 
substitute for the battlefield. 
It it always avail­ 
able.” 


I 
But why are so many of the most important con­ 
ferences held elsewhere? For instance, at this moment 
we aie holding a conference with Soviet Russia about 
lurprisc attacks in Geneva. 
Is not the answer that 
with 81 nations in the United Nations, some as small 
as the Bronx, the place has become an elocution salon 
in which each local gargler of the enormous phrase 
speaks for the ears of his own countrymen while other 
United Nations delegates sit around waiting their turn 
to do the same? How can the major nations confer 
there when every little country, with even smaller 
responsibility, can butt into every argument? 
How much actual business can be Transacted by 
this method1 
The reason that so many conferences 
are held outside is that real power still exists among 
those who can shoot to kill. Of these, the principals 
are the United States and Soviet Russia.

Union, Corporate Politicking Defies U.S. Laws 


WASHINGTON - The biggest 
scandal 
in 
Washington 
never 
emerges above the surface to 
make the headlines The federal 
laws forbidding labor unions and 
corporations from making politi­ 
cal campaign contributions are 
being 
constantly 
violated. 
Al­ 
though the present law bas been 
on the statute books for eleven 
years, there have been only four 
prosecutions bv the Department 
of Justice. Due to technicalities, 
it has failed to get any convic­ 
tions. 


The New York Herald Tribune 
on Wednesday of this week pub­ 
lished a 
brief 
dispatch 
from 
Washington which said 
“The Senate Rackets Commit­ 
tee 
is 
having 
some 
second 
thoughts about a projected in­ 
vestigation of union political con­ 
tributions 
Such a probe, it is 
felt, might well disclose that a 
good many Senators from both 
parties — including even some 
committee members — were re­ 
cipients of campaign gifts obtain­ 
ed from union dues in violation 
of the Taft-HarUey Act ” 
It has been conceded that in the 
recent Congressional election 172 
of the winning candidates for the 
House of Representatives got la­ 
bor union support of a financial 
nature Many millions of dollars 
collected from 
union 
members 
were spent. Will people begin to 
think that 
there 
is 
something 
questionable about the Congres­ 
sional set-up1 One would suppose 
that the members of Congress 
themselves would wish to have 
their names cleared of any scan­ 
dal. 
Many of 
them 
doubtless 
would argue conscientiously that 
they believe the law is unconsti­ 
tutional. lf it is unconstitutional, 
then they should be advocating 
its repeal so that corporations as 
well as labor unions would have 
the opportunity to spend their 
money freely in political cam ­ 
pagus.

through the tunnel 
The instru­ 
ment has its limitations because 
it is only IO inches long and is 
too rigid to go around corners. 
X-ray studies are needed to com­ 
plete the job.

munist drive into the Arab lands. 
Which will he do1 Only he can 
say. 
Hut even if no one else can 
foretell the choice of Iraq s new 
revolutionary leader, Brig Ahdel 
Karim Kassem, it is at 
least 
possible to foretell 
the conse­ 
quence.* of his choice. 
If Kassem finally accepts the 
role the Communists have allot­ 
ted to him — the role of the 
Kremlin'* Nuri Pasha - 
the con­ 
sequences will be very seriou* 
indeed. The firs! effects will ap­ 
pear in Syria, where the Com­ 
munists 
are 
already 
growing 
daily holder and more defiant of 
Ga mal Ahdel Nasser. But in the 
end. Ihe Lebanon and Jordan and 
Egypt herself and the countries 
of the Arabian peninsula and the 
Arab lands in North African will 
also he explosively affected, 
At the present stage of Arab 
development, in short, the trend 
in all the Arab land* will he de­ 
formed and twisted if Kassem 
make* the Iraqi choice in favor of 
the Communists.

All or nothing was the

other Arab* were called 
upon to acknowledge Nasser s un­ 
challenged 
authority,

bailors to the Arab nation. “ I 
am Arab Union.” was Nasser'* 
version of I xxi ta XIV* famous 
rem ark about the state 
The Western policy may have 
been impractical from the outset, 
hut so was Nasser *. It was al­ 
way* predictable that if Nasser 
became empenn of pan Arabia 
the next morning, he would Start 
losing provinces from his empire 
only a few mornings later. Ih e 
Arab lands are too various. They 
are too differentiated by local in­ 
terest.* and habits 
They could 
never been successfully ruled by 
an 
Egyptian 
dictator 
without 
great military force at hia dis­ 
posal. 
’the Iraqi revolution has now 
returned a rude answer to Nas­ 
ser * 
assertion. 
“ I 
am 
Arab 
Union " Brig. Kassem earnestly 
desires the most intimate Arab 
cooperation, hut he also insists, 
as he laconically remarked to 
me. that “ Baghdad is the capital 
of Iraq ” And while it was won­ 
derfully easy for Nasser to whack 
away at the old regime in Iraq, 
as a parcel of traitors to Arab 
unity, whacking at Kassem la 
quite another problem.

Public buildings in Cumberland 
have the hest fire-safety rating in 
the entire state of Maryland and 
this high standard is primarily 
because of the condition of the 
Allegany County public schools. 
That observation was made by 
Robert 
E. Barnard Jr. of the 
Barnes Barnard-Geare 
Agency, 
who serves as insurance consult­ 
ant for the Allegany County Board 
of Education. 
Mr. Barnes observed that par­ 
ents could get favorable answers 
for most of the fire safety ques­ 
tions the National Education As­ 
sociation has suggested they ask 
about their schools. 
Attention on school fire safety 
was dramatically emphasized this 
week by the tragic blaze at Our 
Lady of the Angels School in Chi­ 
cago. where 87 pupils and three 
nuns perished. 
Mr. Barnard pointed out that 
there are only four cities in Mary­ 
land with Class A fire safety rat­ 
ings and Cumberland is one of 
them 
Baltimore, Annapolis and 
Hagerstown are the others. 


Annual Inspections 


Cumberland got the hest rating 
for its public buildings because of 
the large number of fire escapes, 
fire extinguishers, fire drills and 
fire prevention programs conduct­ 
ed in the homes and schools. 
Insurance firms conduct annual 
inspections of all of the Allegany 
County public schools for the pur­ 
poses of safety and evaluation, in 
order to determine whether the 
Board of Education carries ade­ 
quate insurance on these build­ 
ings. 
All of the public school build­ 
ings 
in 
Allegany 
County 
con­ 
structed in the past 20 years have 
been built as fire-resistant struc­ 
tures They all have heating plant 
and fuel rooms separated from 
other portions of the building by 
fire-resistant walls and ceilings 
and by approved fire doors. 


Other Safety Features 


In all hut about ten per cent of 
the county schools the steam and 
hot water pipes are covered with 
heat - resistant 
material 
where 
necessary. Only the newer schools 
have wastepaper chutes and they 
are all fire resistant. 
All of the exit doors in all of 
the county public schools open 
outward and Mr. Barnard stress­ 
ed that 98 per cent of the county 
schools are equipped with panic 
bar locks which permit the doors 
to open easily from the inside. 
There is no window screening 
on the school windows to make 
difficult an escape through the 
windows. 
Concerning the final question 
raised by the NEA, an affirms 
tive answer can he given only in­ 
sofar as the new schools are con 
cerned. Only the new schools of 
the past eight or ten years have 
stairways and other vertical open­ 
ings in the building enclosed by 
fire-resistant partitions and self- 
closing fire doors at each floor 
level.
